The Engineer holds a degree in Civ- 
il Engineering. They are qualified because our 
Town Charter allows the Town \fanager to set up 
the qualifications demanded for our Town Em- 
ployees. 

If we accept Civil Service this will not be 
the case, according to our understanding. In- 
stead of allowing the Town Manager to pick the 
most highly qualified individual in these two 
instances he will have to accept that person 
who the Civil Service Board says should be ap- 
pointed (assuming of course that a vacancy e- 
xists - which we are not hoping will happen). 

If the Civil Service Board says that Wilming 
ton mist accept a Town Engineer who does not 
have an Engineering Degree, and in other ways’ 
does not meet the high specifications now in 
effect the Town of Wilmingtm will have to ac- 
cept that person, like it or not. 

If the Civil service Board says that Wilming 
ton must accept a Sanitarian who does not have 
the high qualifications that we have had in the 
past, again the Town mist accept. 

And therein lies one of the dangers of our 
accepting Civil Service.

SELECTMEN BACK PLANNING BOARD 


With Mr. Daniel Gillis and Mr 
Will Pierce representing the 
Planning Board at the Select- 
men’s meeting on Monday night, 
it was generally concluded 
thap the Board of Selectmen 
would back the Planning Board 
in the articles which they 
will present to the Annual 
Town Meeting in March. 
Discussion centered around 
four major points: the budget 
of the Planning Board, which 
will be somewhat larger this 
year than last, the taking of 
certain parcels of land by em- 
inent domain for the improve- 
ment of the town, and the im- 
provement of the Common. 
The Increased Budget 

The increased budget is de- 
signed to take care of two 
major items’ increased cleri- 
cal and consultants’ help for 
the Planning Board and the ex- 
pansion of the beach area at 
Silver Lake. The former item 
is a small one, fiscally; an 
increase of $750.00 in the bud 
get takes care of it. The ex- 
pansion of the beach facili- 
ties, all on property now 
owned by the town will cost an 
estimated $1790.00, which will 
mean that 159 additional feet 
of beach, toward Grove Avenue, 
will be available, The $1700 
will cover the cost of drag- 
lining the area, leveling the 


beach, fill and gravel, and 
sanding the beach, 
The Selectmen backed the 


Planning Board unanimously on 
this proposal. 

No. Wilmington Parking Area 
The Planning Board, concerned 
with the parking problem and 
traffic difficulties around 
the North Wilmington Post Of- 
fice and shopping area, pro- 
posed taking by eminent do- 
main some ten acres of land 
between the railroad track and 
Truman Road for future devel- 
opment into a parking area. 
This proposal caused a lot of 
discussion, with Selectmen De- 
Felice and Haggerty speaking 
strongly for the proposal. 
With the possibility of a fu- 
ture shopping center in the 
Concord Street area, Selectman 
Kidder opposed the move with 
the statement ‘You can’t pick 
up the tab on neighborhood 
business’. Kidder further ex- 
plained his position by his 
concer with the effect on the 
tax rate. The asking price of 
the land in qiestion is sup- 
posed to be $39,000; the tax 
evaluation is $4000.00, which, 
means that the town actually 
considers it worth s8nn0.on.

Kidder’ s position was opposed 
by the other Selectmen, part- 
icularly by ‘'aggerty who de- 
clared that the town was stal- 
ling on a problem that had 
faced them for years and would 
face them for years to come, 
DeFelice pointed out that, 
with the building of a new 
post office, the parking pro- 
blem would continue, no matter 
what the effect on Route 128, 
The vote supporting the Plan- 
ning Board’s proposal was 4 to 
1, with Kidder opposing. 

Veterans’ Memorial Proposed 
Concerning the Common, ¢here 
was solid support, with De- 
Felice adding a suggeetion of 
his ow. In addition to re 
storing the Common to its o- 
riginal verdant condition, De- 
Felice suggested that a Vet- 
erans’ Memorial be erected at 
the Flag Pole with appropriate 
greenery surrounding the area. 
The Memorial, according to De- 
Felice’s idea, would be a 
granite one, with bronze 
plaques commemorating the vet- 
erans of World War I, II, and 
Korea. His pl would also in- 
clude walks and benches on the 
Common, 

The plan is contingent onthe 
development of a play area in 
back of the Swain School which 
would relieve the Common of 
being a play-ground, This 
would be paid for, at least 
partially, with Federal help 
to the School Committee, 

The Selectmen and the Plan- 
ning Board will work together 
in the preparation of a war- 
rant on the above for the An- 
nual Town Meeting. 

Silver Lake Buildings 

A third proposal of the Plan- 
ning Board was turned down on 
the grounds of economy after 
much discussion. This was the 
taking by ‘eminent domain of 
several buildings near the 
Town Beach. These buildings, 
the old Svith’s Bakery and ad- 
jacent houses, have a grand 
total evaluation, including 
land and buildings, of $13, 325, 
While all conceded the de- 
sirability of removing the 
houses in question and of in- 
creasing the extent of town- 
owned lend in the area, the } 
proposal was voted down for 
the present.
